Some criticisms of American 
by Italians are transmitted 
Milan by United States Vice Consul 
\Charles C. Bray, who says, by way 
of preface, that the solid qualities of 
the American automobiles are fully 
lrecognized in Italy and a ready mar- 
| ket for good, medium-priced cars 1s 
jeasily found in the large centers, A 
representative in Milan of an American 
automobile manufacturer recently in- 
formed Mr. Bray that at the very start 
he was able to send in an order for 


five cars. But these were the frank 
observations on the American car 
which this Italian salesman had to 
Imake, reflecting the feelings of his 
trade: 

| "The carriage work ix well set 
jand comfortable, but the upholster- 
fing, pockets and cushions are not 


properly finished, as nails, seams, and 
scratches are too noticeable. 

“The color of many cars is so dark 
‘that it might be mistaken for black, 
|and this gives to the machines a stern, 
eee EA appearance, highly appre- 


elated in America, but displeasing to 


the Italian eye, which is accustomed to 
lighter and brighter colors, 


“Accessories, such as headlights, 


lanterns, horns, and generators, ought | 


to be made of a bright, polished ma- 
terial, or, if painted, of a Nght color 
to match that of the car Itself, thus 
helping to give to the machine a gayer 
aspect. These accessories are often of 
too poor a quality to please the Italian 
customer, <A. better grade of goods 
would but slightly increase the gen- 
eral cost of the car, and Itallan cus- 
tomers would willingly stand the small 
difference. 

“The giving of tire measurements in 
inches is an obstacle to the sale of 
such articles in Italy, The metric sys- 
tem only issued in Italy, and all meas- 
urements of automobile parts ought 
to be expressed in units belonging to 
that system. 

“The speedometer must also be based 
on the metric system, Distance in 
Italy is not measured in miles but in 
kilometers, and a speedometer express- 
ing distances in miles is useless,”
